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PREFACE 


It is 140 years since Marc-Antoine Julien in his Esquisse et vues préliminaires d'un ouvrage sur l'éducation 
comparée pointed out the advantages to be gained from comparing educational theory and practice in different 
countries. Although comparative education has been well served by a line of distinguished practitioners, it 
is only in recent years that the discipline has aroused widespread interest. This interest reflects a growing 
recognition on the part of educators — and also of the newspaper reading public — of the practical value of 
these studies. 

As a result of technological, social and political changes, the provision of an educational system which 
will enable every citizen to develop his personality, character and abilities to the fullest possible extent is 
no longer seen as merely a noble, and vaguely charitable ideal, but as an essential requirement for national 
economic and social advancement. And in their endeavours to extend and improve their own educational 
systems, national authorities have been taking an increasing interest in what goes on beyond their frontiers. 
They seek in the study of foreign education a yardstick for measuring their own achievements, and a source 
of ideas on theories and practices which might be adapted to meet local conditions. 

This trend is of course encouraged by the growing ease with which educators can visit one another's 
countries, hold international meetings, and obtain information on developments in foreign or international 
education. Much of Unesco's work in the field of education consists in promoting and facilitating these 
exchanges, and in collecting and diffusing this kind of information. Thus, in compilations such as World 
Survey of Education (1955) and World Survey of Education; II Primary Education (in the press), and in 
various studies, monographs and serial publications the Secretariat produces material of interest to the 
comparative educationist. On the other hand, in order to be in a position to provide information, it is a 
"consumer ' of material produced by other writers and agencies working in this field. 

The present issue of Education Abstracts is a selected bibliography covering both the above-mentioned 
types of material. It is arranged in four parts: Part | reviews publications on comparative education as a 
field of study — its aims, scope and methods. Part Il includes works which describe one or more aspects of 
the educational systems of several countries. In some cases the approach of the writer is a 'synthetic'one 
-an attempt to relate and compare aspects of different systems ;in others the author puts together successive 
accounts of different systems presented according to a consistent morphological pattern. Part Ill includes 
international year books, directories, bibliographies, series of publications on foreign education and similar 
source material, and Part IV is devoted to journals. 

It is hoped that the present publication will provide a useful checklist for students of comparative educa- 
tion. The Secretariat would be grateful for information on publications which might be included in any 
subsequent issue of Education Abstracts devoted to this subject.

This volume is part of a series of publications on 
the development of educational philosophy through- 
out the ages, issued under the collective title: 


'Problemi e maestri del pensiero e dell' educazione' . 


First, a historical analysis is given of various 
schools of thought, from the 18th century to modern 
times, in order to demonstrate the influence of 
general philosophical ideas on educational concepts. 
The life and work of the forerunners of new educa- 
tion such as Dewey, Kerschensteiner , Decroly, and 
Makarenko are also treated. 

The second part deals with educational theory and 
practice in contemporary Italy. 


2. Brickman, William W.,ed. The rdle of com- 
parative education in the education of teachers. 
Proceedings of the First Annual Conference on 
Comparative Education, School of Education, 
New York University, 30 April 1954. New 
York, New York University, School of 
Education, 1954. 23 p. 








The purpose of this conference was 'to bring 
together those who teach and those who are other- 
wise engaged in comparative education to discuss 
some of the fundamental problems of this field. ' 
The organizers were also convinced that compara- 
tive education had too long been neglected in the 
programme of teacher preparation and it was in 
that belief that the theme of the conference was 
chosen. Among the papers reproduced in this 
brochure are an address by Professor Robert 
Ulich, Harvard University, dealing with the nature 
and value of comparative education, and the des- 
cription of a plan for training professors of 
comparative education, by Professor William 
Brickman, New York University. 


3. Comparative education. An international 
meeting held 12-16 April 1955, at the Unesco 
Institute for Education, Hamburg. Hamburg, 
1955. 54 p., processed. 





Contains papers on: the aims of comparative 
education and the scope of the discipline; the 
comparative method; the definition of comparative 
education. Also summarizes discussions held in 
the course of the meeting on such topics as courses 
and examinations, availability of statistics, 
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exchange of documentation, exchange of students, 
and the publication of theses. 


4. ‘Comparative education in theory and practice.' 
Special issue: The Journal of Educational 
Sociology. Nov., 1956. New York, New York 
University. Reprinted as Monograph No. 4, 
Payne Educational Sociology Foundation, 1956. 





A special issue of the journal devoted to the pro- 
ceedings of the third annual conference on com- 
parative education, held at New York University 
in 1956. A survey by Professor W.W. Brickman, 
on the theoretical foundations of comparative 
education, examines the difficulty of defining the 
subject, and then shows that the essential aims 
and values of comparative education do not differ 
greatly from one country (or school) to another. 
If agreement can be reached on this point, it will 
enable specialists to devote more attention to the 
techniques, the 'nature of the comparative 
procedure', a question which has not yet received 
much attention. 

The extent to which the United Nations and 
Unesco contribute to, and are dependent on, com- 
parative education is treated in a paper by Dr. 
Dorothy G. Collings; the author describes broad 
international problems in education, such as the 
incidence of illiteracy, and points to the need for 
comparative research into the problems them- 
selves and possible solutions. Two other papers 
treat the same subject from the points of view of 
the Institute of International Education and the 
U.S. International Co-operation Administration. 

The final paper, by Walter Eells, investigates 
the amount of attention given to foreign education 
in the doctoral and masters' theses accepted by 
American universities. 


5. Espe, Hans. Vergleichende Erziehungswissen- 
schaft. Berlin-West, Orbis Verlag,1956.143 p. 





A symposium by twelve well-known educationists 
on the aims and methods of comparative education. 
Five of the contributors took part in the conference 
on comparative education, organized by the Unesco 
Institute for Education in 1955, and the present 
study may be regarded as a commentary on the 
proceedings of that conference. An attempt is 
made to elucidate competing points of view, 
especially the difference of opinion between the 
German professors, who insisted on a philosophical 
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approach and the English speaking members who 
emphasized a social-utilitarian outlook. 


6. Hilker, Franz 'Vergleichende Padagogik' . 
Bildung und Erziehung, 8. Jahrgang, Juli 
1955, Heft 7. pp. 385-408. Wiesbaden, 
Padagogische Arbeitsstelle. 





An informative study which brings together the 
historical and geographical elements which form 
the basis of a better understanding of the term 
'vergleichende Padagogik'. Dr. Hilker traces 
the work of 19th century scholars in this field, 
and leads on to the principal events of the 20th 
century: the publication of important works on 
comparative education and the foundation of 
special institutes or organizations concerned with 
this branch. Current discussions on the definition 
of comparative education are examined, and a 
proposal put forward for a synthetic approach 
which would include factual description of school 
systems, the comparative investigation of new 
problems (the analytical or functional approach) 
and the discussion of educational goals and motives 
(the speculative or philosophical aspect) - to each 
of which a special term could be given. 

The importance of comparative education in the 
broad sense is demonstrated, and the author makes 
a plea for greater attention to it in the training of 
teachers and in university circles generally. 


7. Kandel, Isaac L. The new era in education: 
a comparative study. Boston, Houghton 
Mifflin, 1955. 388 p. 








Dr. Kandel stresses the philosophic aspect of 
comparative education: the comparison of national 
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systems of education leads to a clearer under- 
standing of ends and means both in one's own 
system and in those of other countries. 

Dealing with contemporary trends and problems, 
the author uses Great Britain, France, United 
States of America, and the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics as examples. These adequately 
represent industrialized countries, and the prob- 
lems of underdeveloped countries, in so far as 
they differ, are left aside. The first part of the 
book analyses the effects on education of political 
goals and systems, social patterns, economic 
forces and recent international events. Within this 
framework the school system is then examined in 
terms of its administration and organization, the 
content and methods of the educational process 
designed for the child and the adolescent, and the 
preparation of teachers. 





8. ‘Trends in world education'. Special issue: 
Phi Delta Kappan, June 1956. Bloomington, 
Indiana. 


A series of studies in comparative education, 
with world-wide or regional terms of reference. 
The need for - and the possibility of - a science 
of comparative education producing valid genera- 
lizations is treated in the first article; in sub- 
sequent studies on illiteracy, the place of the 
teacher, and secondary and higher education an 
attempt is made to achieve a world view of speci- 
fic problems. The regional articles cover 
England, Latin America, the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, the Far East and the Middle 
East.

The 
author deals with the basic principles underlying 
educational work with adults in the countries 
visited, the structure of adult education agencies 
and their method of work. He also gives some 
suggestions for the possible improvement of adult 
education in Uruguay. 


10. African education; a study of educational 
policy and practice in British tropical Africa. 








Produced on behalf of the Nuffield Foundation 
and the Colonial Office ... Oxford, University 
Press, 1953. 187p. 


Financed by the Nuffield Foundation, two groups 
of investigators spent six months in 1951 studying 
the education of Africans in British African 
territories. To ensure speed and independence 
of action, one study group visited East and Central 
Africa, and the second West Africa. The reports 
and a record of the conference at Cambridge, at 
which they were discussed, are set out in this 
volume. As the majority of those attending the 
conference had come from the territories 
concerned and formed an almost complete cross- 
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section of the educational world of British Africa, 
the record shows a wide range of informed 
opinion, especially since each person was free to 
speak as an individual. The conference dealt 
particularly with the subjects of responsibility 
and control, expansion of the educational system, 
the teaching profession, organization and 
curriculum, and education and the adult. 


11. AnzolaGomez,G. Notas para un estudio 
comparado de los sistemas educativos de 
Costa Rica, El Salvador, Guatemala, a 
Honduras, Nicaragua y Panama. / Mexico /, 
Oficina del Consejero Regional de la Unesco 
para Centro América y Panama, 1956.

Within the framework of the Unesco assisted 
scheme for the educational integration of Central 
America, the author, who is the Unesco Technical 
Assistance expert appointed to advise in Central 
American countries on curriculum development, 
has made a survey of the educational systems of 
the six countries (Costa Rica, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaragua and Panama). 

The book is divided into two parts: the first 
one includes detailed descriptions of the organi- 
zation and curriculum of the various levels of 
education in each country and the second part 
embodies the recommendations and conclusions 
of the expert for the whole region on all aspects 
and types of school education and on the training 
of teachers. 


12. Baroda (India) University. Department of 
Extension Services. Secondary education 
in other lands, Part 1. Baroda, 1956. 65 p. 
(Extension bulletin no. 5). 








This brochure, the first in a series on comparative 
education to be published by the University of 
Baroda, summarizes the systems of secondary 
education in the United States of America, Great 
Britain, the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 


France, People's Republic of China and Yugoslavia. 


13, Commission for Technical Co-operation in 
Africa South of the Sahara/Commission de 
Coopérati on Technique en Afrique au Sud du 
Sahara. Education; inter-African and 
regional conferences, Tananarive 1954, 

Accra 1950, Nairobi 1951. Reports. London, 
n.d. 40 p. Also published in French. 











Since the establishment of the Commission for 
Technical Co-operation in Africa South of the 
Sahara in 1950, it has convened two regional 
conferences on education: in 1950 in Accra and 

in 1951 in Nairobi. The Inter-African Conference 
on education held in 1954 sums up the experience 
of these earlier regional conferences, the conclu- 
sions of which are included as annexes to this 
report. The 1954 conference, concentrating on 





primary education and the training of teachers, had 
as its primary objective the exchange of informa- 
tion. In consequence, the report follows a form 
which permits easy comparison amongst the 
territories under the four administrative powers 
and the Union of South Africa. Six subjects were 
treated: organization of primary education, 
curricula and their adaptation to local needs, 
publication of school textbooks, school attendance, 
teacher training and the rdle of the teacher 
outside the school. One large sheet is reserved 
for each subject, on which a summary statement 
is given under the name of each country: Union 
of South Africa, France, Great Britain (for 
Tanganyika, Gold Coast, Uganda and Kenya) 
Belgium (for Belgian Congo and Ruanda Urundi) 
and Portugal (for Angola and Mozambique). 

At the conclusion of the conference, the parti- 
cipants expressed the hope for continued inter- 
national co-operation through conferences, 
exchanges of correspondence, documents and 
visits. 


14. Cramer, John F., and Browne, George S. 
Contemporary education, a comparative 
study of national systems. New York, 
Harcourt, Brace, 1956. 637 p. 








This study gives a detailed description of the 
administration and finance of the school systems 
of the United States of America, England and 
Wales, France, Australia, Canada, and the Soviet 
Union, and an account of the operation of the 
schools themselves. These chapters are preceded 
by an attempt to define the influences affecting the 
character of national systems of education, and to 
explain types of educational control, differences 

in national and linguistic unity, economic and 
political conditions, and national traditions. 
Educational problems arising out of recent 
political-and social changes, and various educa- 
tional questions are discussed: the rebuilding, 

on new principles, of the school systems of the 
Federal Republic of Germany and West Berlin, 
the German Democratic Republic, and Japan; 
educational problems and achievements in India, 
Indonesia, Pakistan, the Soviet Central Asian 
Republics, the Philippines, Turkey and Thailand; 
advances in adult education; and attempts to make 
the development of international understanding a 
positive aim of the schools. There is an annotated 
bibliography. 


15. 'Education in the Middle East'. Special 
issue: Institute of International Education 
News Bulletin (New York), vol. 31, May 
1956. 60 p. 








This special issue deals with international 
contributions to the improvement of education in 
the Middle East, with major emphasis on those of 
the United States of America. Fundamental 
education in Egypt and Turkey, teacher training in 








Jordan and Afghanistan, higher education over the 
whole area, are among the subjects covered. 
Particular attention is given to the introduction of 
new ideas and techniques, whether by foreign 
specialists visiting the Middle East or thanks to 
fellowships enabling Middle East nationals to visit 
the United States of America, or in some cases, 
as in Turkey, by the exchange of university 
lecturers with universities in the United States of 
America. 


16. ‘Educational research in countries other 
than the U.S.A.' Special issue: Review of 
Educational Research, vol. XXVII, rev. 1, 
Febr. 1957. Washington, D.C., American 
Educational Research Association. 





This special issue of the Review of Educational 





Research was prepared as a result of recommend- 


ations for improved communication among educa- 
tional research workers, made at the First Inter- 
national Conference on Educational Research, 
Atlantic City, United States of America, 1956. 
The contents cover the period 1950-1956 and deal 
with research in twenty countries. So as to 
provide some basis for comparative study, 
contributors were asked to present their material 
under specified headings: administration, curri- 
culum, educational measurement, educational 
psychology, educational sociology, guidance and 
counselling, mental and physical development, 
research methods, special programmes and 
teacher personnel. In so far as these headings 
were relevant to the countries concerned, the 
scheme was consistently adhered to. A summary 
of current research is usually included and 
extensive bibliographies are appended; transla- 
tions of titles are provided for languages other 
than English. Surveys of this kind make a useful 
contribution to the literature of comparative 
education, by showing both similarities and 
differences of viewpoint regarding the nature, 
purposes and sphere of educational research, and 
by indicating the need for continuing exchange of 
views. 

17. Ford Foundation. Teachers and curricula in 
secondary schools; report of a study by an 
international team. New Delhi, 1954. 142 p. 








The Secondary Education Commission appointed 
by the Government of India presented its report to 
the Ministry of Education in 1953. The report 
contains recommendations made with a view to 
reconstructing the programme and structure of 
secondary education. As a follow up to the work 
of this Commission and with the financial support 
of the Ford Foundation, the Government of India 
appointed a Secondary Education Project Team to 
work out in greater detail the steps necessary to 
put these recommendations into effect. 
comprising four Indians, two Americans, one 





The team, 


Englishman and one Scandinavian, visited secondary 











schools and teacher training institutions in India, 
Denmark, the United Kingdom and the United 
States of America to study policies and practices 
which, with adaptation, could be applied in Indian 
secondary education. 

The following topics are discussed from a 
comparative standpoint: the status, recruitment, 
selection and training of teachers; organization, 
administration, control and finance of secondary 
education; methods of teaching and curriculum; 
textbooks; guidance and counselling; examinations 
and evaluation. 


18. France. Direction de la documentation. 
Organisation de 1'enseignement dans les 
pays arabes. Paris, 1955. 37p. (Notes 
et études documentaires, No. 2,106). 





Introduced by a short historical survey on the 
development of education in the Arab world, this 
brochure provides information on Egypt, Sudan, 
Libya, Lebanon, Syria, Jordan, Iraq and the Arab 
Peninsula (including Saudi Arabia, Aden, Yemen, 
Hadramaut, Kuwait, Bahrein). 

Data are grouped under uniform headings, such 
as administration, primary, secondary, vocational 
and technical education, universities. 

The report points out that the main character- 
istics of the various educational systems are the 
extreme centralization under the Ministries of 
Education (which leaves little scope for the local 
educational authorities), and the increased trend 
towards standardization of methods and curricula, 
carried out in conformity, with the recommenda- 
tions of the Arab League. 

The statutes of the University of El-Azhar of 
Cairo are given in an annex. 


19. France. Institut pédagogique national. 
La formation des maitres. Paris, 1957. 
77 p. (Brochure no. 806 E.P./V.N.). 





The record of a seminar organized in 1955 by the 
French Government within the framework of the 
cultural agreements of the Brussels Pact. 
Inspectors from the signatory countries partici- 
pated in the seminar, the primary objective of 
which was a study of the system of teacher 
training in France, with special reference to 
secondary schools. The greater part of the 
report is therefore devoted to descriptions of the 
French system and methods; it includes also, 
however, brief statements on teacher training in 
the countries which took part in the seminar: 
Belgium, Federal Republic of Germany, Italy, 
Luxembourg, Netherlands and the United Kingdom 


20. Franzén, CarlG.F. Foundations of 
secondary education. New York, Harper 
and Brothers, 1955. 492 p. (Education for 
living series). 








This is primarily a textbook on secondary 
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education for teachers in training in the United 
States of America. In chapter six the author 
points out the value of studying the educational 
systems of other countries and contends that these 
systems in their turn are assisted by the inter- 
change of ideas and practices. In this respect the 
secondary education systems of England, France, 
Federal Republic of Germany and the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics are reviewed. For 

each country the author describes the distinctive 
characteristics under the following headings: 
national and local control, financial support, 
relation to social and political organization, 
purposes, types of secondary schools, essential 
differences between these schools, curricula, 
co-education and education for girls, relationship 
to primary education, and provision for vocational 
education. At the end of the chapter, lesson topics 
are given for further investigation of comparative 
education. Selected bibliography. 


21. Hylla, Erich,and Wrinkle, W.L., eds. 
Die Schulen in Westeuropa. Bad Nauheim, 
Christian-Verlag, 1953. 663 p. 





Intended primarily to provide German educators 
with a picture of school systems in other European 
countries and to enable them to compare these 
systems with their own, this volume, by its com- 
prehensiveness and the systematic presentation of 
its matter, is a remarkable contribution to the 
literature of comparative education. 

Education in Belgium, Denmark, England and 
Wales, France, Federal Republic of Germany, 
Italy, Netherlands, Norway, Sweden and Switzerland 
is described in a series of ten long essays, each 
written by a specialist from the country concerned. 

Keeping the same order of presentation, the 
essays deal in turn with the following topics: 
demographic background; educational aims; 
factors outside the educational administration that 
influence the shaping of educational policy; com- 
pulsory education; organization; types of schools; 
kindergartens; organizational trends; prestige 
attaching to the various types of school; access 
to education; conditions of admission to the 
various levels of education; possibility of 
changing from one type of education to another; 
religion and school; private schools; co-education; 
special schools; school administration; inspection; 
consolidation of schools; collaboration between 
schools and outside organizations; school and home; 
school and the public; finance; buildings and 
equipment; the school year; curriculum planning; 
curriculum; vocational education; vocational 
schools - organization, equipment; relations with 
business community; educational rehabilitation; 
unemployed youth; adaptation of the educational 
process to the local environment and to the needs 
of the individual; free group activity; activities 
outside the classroom; teaching methods; 
discipline; incentives to learning; teacher-pupil 
relations; international understanding; textbooks; 





teaching aids; school libraries; achievement 
testing; reports, promotions; educational and 
vocational guidance; school psychological, 
welfare and health services; teachers - work 
load, salaries, number, education and further 
education; status; educational experiments; and 
reforms to the educational system - trends, 
action taken, scope, aims, plans and their imple- 
mentation, obstacles. Each chapter is rounded 
off with a selected reading list. 

The book can therefore be read "vertically" as 
a series of essays on education in ten different 
countries or "horizontally" by taking any one of 
the topics listed above and following this theme 
throughout the ten systems. The second method 
is facilitated by a table of contents which shows 
at a glance where to locate the different national 
sections relating to each topic. There is a 
diagram showing administration and inspection in 
each of the ten countries and another showing the 
distribution of young people amongst the various 
types of establishments including higher education, 
together with the percentage of the total child 
population in school in each year up to secondary 
schooling. 


22. Japan. Ministry of Education. World 
education - comparative graphic study. 
Tokyo, 1954. 73 p. In Japanese. 








Part I of this brochure consists of diagrams and 
tables giving comparative information for a 
number of countries, varying according to topic 
from five to twenty, on such subjects as: illiteracy 
rate, educational expenditure, per capita cost per 
pupil, length in years of free education, teaching 
load per teacher, percentage of secondary 
vocational schools, students in higher education 
institutions by faculty, teachers and students by 
sex, etc. Date and source of the information are 
always indicated. 

Part II gives certain basic information by 
country for 17 countries. For each there is a 
chart showing the organization of the educational 
system, and statistics for various levels of 
education. Much of the information included in 
this volume is extracted from the World handbook 
of educational organization and statistics (Paris, 
Unesco, 1951), supplemented by other and more 
recent sources. 








23. Konstantinov, N.A., Medynskij, E.N.,i 
Sabalova, M.P. Istorija p'edagogiki. 
Ucebnik dlja pedvuzov. Moskva, Uépedgiz, 
1956. 479 p. (Akademija pedagogiceskih 
nauk RSFSR). 





This book, published for students in senior 
teacher training colleges and teachers of the 
history of education, contains a detailed analysis 
of the development of education, teaching and 
educational theories throughout the world from 
the origins of human society until the present day. 
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It deals with the principal educational systems 
and types of instruction of the past and present, 
and the doctrines and work of the leading 
educationists of the different countries of the 
world. 

It includes several chapters on teaching and 
education in ancient times, and the history of 
education and educational theories in France, 
England, Germany and other countries. 

A large part of the book is devoted to the deve- 
lopment of education and teaching, and of educa- 
tional theory, in Russia before the October 
Revolution. Another large part deals with 
Marxist education and its development and the 
evolution of education in the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. There is a chapter on 
education in the people's democracies, and 
another on education and the science of teaching 
in the Western countries over the past 30 or 40 
years.

systems. He finds everywhere a trend toward the 
creation of a unified system which he points out is 
practicable only if it caters for all the various 
abilities and aptitudes of the individual pupils, as 
well as meeting the needs of the society it serves. 


25. Lourengo Filho, M.B. Primary school 
curricula in Latin America. Paris, Unesco, 
1957. 36 p. (Educational studies and 
documents, No. 24). Also published in 
French and Spanish. 








A regional survey designed to show the similari- 
ties and differences between curricula in 20 
Latin American States, and to evaluate how far 
these curricula meet social and economic needs. 
Since almost all the countries considered issue 
official programmes of studies, the contents are 
first compared schematically; this confrontation 
brings to the fore the problem of interpretation of 
terms. Further analysis of the curricula deals 
with stated aims, the progressive organization of 
material, and recommended teaching methods. 
The author reaches certain general conclusions 
on these points, but feels that a more systematic 
study by country would be necessary to make the 
comparison more effective. 
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To relate curricula to the region's social and 
economic needs requires a broad approach; the 
author starts from the regional surveys made by 
the United Nations and its agencies, and traces 
an outline of social and economic patterns. 
Although the curricula seem to correspond ina 
large measure to the needs of these patterns, 
there is room for more detailed study of the 
situation in each country.

The analysis of educational 
institutions in these countries is made under three 
headings: the academic level of the work, prof- 
essional training (both theoretical and practical) 
and the teacher's status. Using a comparative 
method, the author describes in turn the elements 
common to the systems he examined and then the 
points of difference. The study had a practical 
objective; a central normal school at Chesica 
(near Lima) was being established, and the 
author's study tour was planned to give this 
institution the benefit of foreign experience. Most 
of the general conclusions are therefore linked to 
a discussion of how they may be applied to 
Peruvian conditions.
